We have the honour, pursuant to statute, to present this 
our Thirty-fifth Annual Report on the condition of the Prisons 
and Prisoners within our jurisdiction, and with respect to the 
Registration of Criminals ; also our Annual Report on the place 
for Prisoners sentenced to Preventive Detention, at Maryborough, 
on the Borstal Institution at Clonmel, and on the State Inebriate 
Reformatory at Ennis.

These tables show an increase of S3 in the 
■committed in 1912 as compared with 1911.

the Appendix showing in respect of what crimes and in what 
localities this increase has taken place. Owing, however, to the 
fewer number of convicts in custody at the beginning of 1912, to 
the fact that many of the committals took place near the end of 
the year, and that the committals during the year were largely 
counterbalanced by the discharges, the daily average remained 
the same, viz., 286. 

The tables also show that there w r as an increase of 2,418 in the 
number of ordinary prisoners committed in 1912 as compared 
with 1911, but that the daily average number of such prisoners 
was increased thereby only by 27, a result which is attributed to 
a decrease in the average length of sentence. On reference to 
the Criminal and Judicial Statistics, it appears that the propor- 
tion of convicted criminal prisoners committed under sentence 
of 7 days’ imprisonment or less has risen from 39-7 per cent, in 
1911 to 43-2 per cent, in 1912, while the proportion of prisoners 
committed under sentence of over 3 months’ imprisonment has 
during the same period fallen from 5-5 to 4-6 per cent. 

Though the number of prisoners was larger in 1912 than in 
1911, with the exception of the year 1911, it was smaller in 1912 
than in any previous year during many years past.

Bridewells- 

During 1912 the number of prisoners committed to Bridewells 
was 181 on remand and 117 under sentence of three days or less, 
making a total of 298, being 67 less than the number of the pre- 
vious year. 

Drunkenness- 

The number of prisoners committed during 1912 for drunken- 
ness or riotous or disorderly behaviour while drunk was 10,092, 
or 39 per cent, of the total number of convicted prisoners com- 
mitted to prison. 
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Young Offenders. 

During the year 1,237 male and 479 female offenders under 
the age of 21 were received under sentence. 

Of these, 63 were sentenced to detention in the Borstal Insti- 
tution, and are dealt with more fully in a subsequent part of this 
report. 

Of the young offenders received during the year in local- prisons 
under sentence of imprisonment, 1,164 males and 478 females 
were Juvenile Adults, i.e., between 16 and 21 years of age. The 
majority of these were dealt with by Courts of Summary Juris- 
diction, which have no power under the Prevention of Crime 
Act, 1908, of sentencing juvenile adults convicted of crime to the 
Borstal Institution. Of these juvenile adults, such boys as were 
sentenced to 4 months’ imprisonment or upwards were collected 
in Mountjoy, Belfast, and Cork Prisons, and there subjected to 
Modified Borstal treatment. Male Juvenile Adults sentenced 
to less than 4 months were segregated from adult prisoners in 
the prisons to which they were committed, and received pnysieal 
drill, special instruction from the Chaplains, and special* care 
was extended to them on their discharge. The Board feel that 
these efforts to give exceptional treatment to Juvenile Adults 
committed to ordinary prisons, however good as far as they go, 
cannot bring a.bout the beneficial results upon character or give 
the desirable industrial training which Juvenile Adults receive 
who are committed to the Borstal Institution for an adequate 
period. 1 

We have under consideration the question whether under the 
existing rules a fuller measure of Borstal treatment cannot be 
given to the greater number of Juvenile Adults sentenced to 
imprisonment. 


Health and Mortality of Prisoners. 

The health of the prisoners has been good. There was no 
zymotic disease. There were three deaths among local prisoners. 
One of these resulted from cerebral meningitis, one from mitral 
disease, and the third was a case of suicide by strangulation 
lwenty-two prisoners were released from local prisons before 
tlw expiration of their sentences (of whom 8 were women near 
their confinement) , and ten were released from convict prisons, 
on medical grounds. 1 ’

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Conduct of Prisoners. 

The conduct of the prisoners during the year was generally 
good. 

Lectures to Prisoners. 

During the year lectures, &c. , were given at two prisons and 
at the Borstal Institution. At Ennis Reformatory an entertain- 
ment, consisting of a short drama and sketch, was given by the 
boys from the local Christian Brothers’ Schools, and a gramo- 
phone recital was organised by the Church of Ireland Chaplain. 

These lectures, &c., were greatly appreciated by the prisoners, 
and are calculated to be productive of good, particularly to those 
undergoing long sentences. 


Prison Industries. 

The prisons are practically limited to the manufacture of 
articles for their own use or for other Government Departments, 
and to such simple employments as are outside the scope of the 
ordinary organised industries. The principal employments are — 
For Males, tailoring, shoemaking, mail-bag making, stone- 
breaking, mat-making, woodcutting, weaving, and gardening; 
and for Females, sewing, knitting and laundry work. 

Any land attached to the prisons is fully cultivated, though, 
unfortunately, most prisons have very little ground avail- 
able. The employment of prisoners on the cultivation of land 
has a most beneficial influence on their conduct, and also fur- 
nishes them with instruction which will be of value to them on 
release. 

Tire particulars of the industries carried on will be found in 
the Appendix.

REGISTRATION OF CRIMINALS. 

During the year the names of 160 convicts and habitual 
criminals were added to the “ Register of Convicts and Habitual 
Criminals ” on their release from prison. 

The “ Supplemental Register ” of prisoners sentenced to one 
month or above at Assizes and Quarter Sessions, and over one 
month at Petty Sessions or Police Courts for certain specified 
offences, mainly against property, was further increased during 
the year by the addition of 1,157 names. 

Where the antecedents of prisoners on remand were un- 
known, the police applied in 346 instances to have finger prints 
taken, and this procedure led to the identification in this office 
of those who had been previously finger-printed numbering 121. 

Finger marks constituted wholly or partly the evidence which 
resulted in the conviction of a number of burglars in the course 
of the year. 


PREVENTIVE DETENTION. 


There are now in custody in Ireland 20 habitual criminals who 
have been sentenced to preventive detention under the “ Pre- 
vention of Crime Act, 1908.” 

The sentences of preventive detention inflicted on these 
prisoners were as follows : —

BORSTAL INSTITUTION. 

The results of the Borstal System carried out at Clonmel con- 
tinue to be satisfactory. 

During 3912 sixty-six juvenile adults were committed to the 
Institution, including three whose sentences of penal servitude 
or imprisonment were commuted to detention in a Borstal Insti- 
tution Nine other juvenile adults were also re-committed on 
forfeiture or revocation of, their licences, and one young person 
was committed under Section 104 of the Children Act, 1908. 
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The daily average number of inmates for 1912 was 80, an 
increase of 12 on that for the previous year. 

Of the 66 Juvenile Adults committed during 1912, 36 had been 
previously convicted, 2 having had more than six previous con- 
victions recorded against them. 

The sentences of the Juvenile Adults committed during the. 
year were as follows : — 

39 were sentenced to the maximum term of 3 years ; 

16 ,, ,, ,, a term of 2 years; 

5 , , , , . , a term of 18 months ; 

7 f , ,, the minimum term of 12 months. 

The committing Courts, we are glad to observe, are recognising 
the value of longer sentences. We desire to emphasise the fact 
that when a juvenile adult receives a sentence of three years m a 
Borstal Institution, it does not necessarily mean that he will 
serve three years in detention. Whether he be sentenced to 
one, two, or three years, the date of discharge depends upon how 
far the boy’s reformation has been carried, and whether he can 
be discharged with advantage to himself. Each case is carefully 
considered on its merits, and after the statutory term of six 
months has been completed, the inmate is released on licence as 
soon as he is considered competent to earn an honest living. No 
one interested in a lad’s welfare should desire his discharge a 
moment sooner. The knowledge that if he fails to go on well 
his licence can be revoked and he can be recalled to the Institu- 
tion, exercises a most salutary influence on his conduct. 

The 66 boys committed in 1912 were received from the follow- 
ing prisons Mountjoy, Dublin (27), Belfast (19) Waterford 
(5), Dundalk (4), Sligo (3), Londonderry (3), Kilkenny (2), 

Armagh (1), Cork (1), Limerick (1). x . 

Previous to the committal of many of the inmates their lives 
were spent on the streets and in slum surroundings, associating 
with those living by dishonesty and immorality. Nevertheless 
such boys improve rapidly in the conditions under which they 
come at the Institution, and respond readily to instruction and 
good influences. . . . n ,, , ,, 

The Board consider that the training pf the youths .at the 
Borstal Institution should be practical, and -their., life in the In- 
stitution be neither more comfortable nor less strenuous than 
that which they will most probably be called upon to live on their 
discharge. The grounds within the Institution walls . and a 
small field outside afford some facilities for instruction in 
gardening, but it is to be regretted that there is no farm attached 
to the Institution which would enable the Board to have these 
bovs taught simple farm operations, including the care and feed- 
ing of stock or the milking of cows, &c. The present institutional, 
industries of shoemaking and tailoring, while of service as cal mg 
for the exercise of intelligence and industry, are mere blind 
alley ’* employments so far as equipping a boy with the means 
of earning a livelihood on discharge. The Board hope m the 
future to 8 be able, to give a training to these boys better 
adapted to produce intelligent and skilful farm labourers, and 
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so secure for lads desirous of taking up agricultural work not 
merely certain employment but good wages. Tailoring, shoe- 
making , and carpentry will be retained for those wishing to learn 
such trades. The inmates show themselves very anxious to 

earn anything which they believe will enable them to earn a 
livelihood on discharge, and with such an objective before them 
•an excellent class of farm labourers should be produced. 

In regard to the necessity for facilities for the instruction of 
the boys m farm work, the Clonmel Borstal Association at their 
last annual meeting, held in June, 1913, reported as follows 

The number of applications from persons willing to employ inmates 
on discharge are so numerous that the Association have no difficulty in 
finding situations for them ; but there is this enormous disadvantage 
to the boys, that they are not trained, and cannot be possibly trained 
in the institution for the only class of employment available for them— 
viz., the agricultural. The knowledge of carpentry, tailoring, etc, 
acquired by the boys while in detention can seldom be of real value to 
them when discharged, though probably of some advantage in a few

STATE INEBRIATE REFORMATORY. 

During the year 15 inmates (6 males and 9 females) were com- 
mitted under sentences of detention to Ennis State Inebriate 
Reformatory. In addition, one female who had been discharged 
from the Reformatory on licence was recommitted during the 
year on revocation of licence, and one female was received on 
transfer from a Certified Inebriate Reformatory. 

During the same period 23 inmates (9 males and 14 females) 
were discharged on expiration of sentence, and one male was 
released on licence. 

The daily average number in custody during 1912 was 47, the 
daily average number for 1911 having been 49. 

Particulars as to the offences, periods of sentence, ages, &c., 
of the habitual inebriates committed during the year will be 
found iD the Appendix. 

_ The extent to which the Courts have made use of the Ennis 
State Inebriate Reformatory is disappointing. There are many 
persons who spend their lives “in and out” of. prison, upon 
whom imprisonment for drunkenness has no deterrent effect, 
and who receive repeated short sentences without amending their 
conduct in the least, who might, with advantage to themselves 
and the community, be sentenced to Certified or State Inebriate 
Reformatories. 

GENERAL. 

During the year the constitution of the Board changed owing 
to the retirement of two of its members — The Chairman, Mr. 
J. S. Gibbons, C.B., on the ground of ill-healthi and the Vice- 
Chairman, Mr. John Mulhall, through impairment of sight. We 
desire to express our great regret at the circumstances which led 
t) their retirement and appreciation of the improvements made 
in the Irish prison system during their term of office. Mr. 
Gibbons’ connection with the Board extended over a period of 
17 years and Mr. Mulhall’s over a period of 20 years. During 
this term many important change's were carried out with a view 
to the assimilation of the Irish to the English prison system ; the 
policy of concentration of prisoners, recommended by the 
Royal Commission on Irish Prisons, was carried forward by the 
closing of 5 larger prisons, 6 minor prisons, and 11 bridewells ; 
the male convicts were also concentrated in a new prison block 
at 'Maryborough ; a State Reformatory under the Inebriates Act 
was established at Ennis, the disused prison there being utilised 
with this object ; a beginning was made at Clonmel in putting 
into operation the Borstal system as regards juvenile adults, the 
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prison there being provisionally appropriated for the purpose ; 
and a Place of Preventive Detention was set apart at Mary- 
borough Prison. 

Mr. Max S. Gfreen, Assoc. Memb. Inst, of Civil Engineers, 
formerly Engineering Inspector of Prisons, was appointed by 
Your Excellency to succeed Mr. (ribbons as Chairman of the 
Board, and The MaoDermot, D.L. , Barrister-at-Law, Inspector 
of Prisons, to succeed Mr. Mulhall as Vice-Chairman, Major A. 
E. Owen Lewis, D.S.O., Governor of Mountjoy Prison, being 
appointed Inspector of Prisons, vice The MacDermot. 

The following promotions of Governors and Deputy Governors 
took place during the year : — 

Mr. C. A. Munro, Governor at Belfast Prison, to be Governor 
at Mountjoy Prison ; 

Mr. M. McGann, Governor at Cork Male Prison, to be 
Governor at Belfast Prison ; 

Mr. John Connor, Governor at Clonmel Borstal Institution, to 
be Governor at Cork Male Prison ; 

Major W. Dobbin, Governor at Waterford Prison, to be 
Governor at Clonmel Borstal Institution ; 

Captain E. W. Shewed, Deputy Governor at Maryborough 
Prison, to be Governor at Galway Prison, vice Captain A. H. 
Robeson, transferred to Waterford Prison. 

The conduct of the prison stafE generally has been very good. 

The Imperial Service Medal was during the year awarded to 
the two undernamed prison officers, who retired after more 
than 25 years’ meritorious service, viz. : — 

Warder Jeffrey Smith, 

Warder Patrick Hayden. 

The prisons under the control and management of the Board 
have, during the year in review, been maintained in repair. Of 
the 14 local prisons, the greater number are old in structure and 
type.
